ing our Lord the-King is likewiſe the Son 


of the Kings, and moreover, choſen of 
God from among his Brethren z like as 
David the Son of Jeſſe was the Anointed 
of the Lord, notwithſtanding his ſeven 
Brethren, the Sons of bis Father, were elder 
than he. Flatter not then thy ſelf, O weak

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God, either by himſelf, or by the Voice 
of the People of the Land, ſhall ſingle 
out from the reſt, the Perſons who he hath 
before determined to Reign, as has been e- 
vident, even in the Throne of J[ſrael, 
which was ſo immediately directed from 
God ʒ wherein, not David only was cho- 
ſen before his elder Brethren, as aforeſaid, 
but Solomon, who was the younger Son of 
many, was appointed his Succeſſor, and 
Reign'd by Hereditary Right after him. 


I forbear to ſpeak with thee, concerning 
the ſuppoſed Fraud of the Perſon who 
calls her ſelf the Mother of thy pretended 
Maſter, which hath prevailed with many 
to believe he was not the Son of her 
Womb; and this I do, becauſe it matter- 
eth not unto us whether he were ſo, or 
whether he were otherwiſe 3 ſeeing the 
Lord hath rejected his Father's houſe, and 
caſt him out before the People; where- 
fore the Land ſpued him out, and hath 
ſaid, Let him be caſt out for ever. 


Nevertheleſs, thou haſt. gainſaid the

that are with thee ſhall he upon thy head. 
Truly, thou haſt deluded the People to 
their hurt in this Matter, aud haſt drawn' 
them into @ Snare, to Rebel, againſt God 
and the King, ſaying, That thou had ſt ma · 
ny Adherents in the Land, aad that di- 
vers other Perſons, Vain Men among the

But 
I ſhall ſpeak ta thee, after the manner of 
Men, Heſiring thee to weigh and conſider

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maketh War, conſider whether thou, with 
thy ten Thouſands art able to deal with 
him who Commandeth againſt thee with 
twenty Thouſands; and whether while 
thou art fighting with Impoſſibilities and 
impracticable Things, thou art not ca(t- 
ing thy ſelf away, and leading all thoſe 
that are with thee into Deſtruction. 


For thinkeſt thou, vain Man, that thou, 
with the Rabbles of thy Mountaineers 
whom thou haſt gathered together in the 
Naughtineſs of thy Heart, and haſt flat- 
tered with the hopes of Spoil, (hall be a- 
ble to withſtand the Powers which ate ga- 
thered againſt thee from all the Corners 
of the Land ? Or doſt thou perſwade thy 
ſelf, that thou art able to contend with 
the King, whoſe Armies are now gather- 
ing round thee to devour thee ? 


Let me examine for thee, Friend John, 
the Strength whereon thou doſt lean, and 
the Confidence wherewith thou art puffed 
up | for I give thee to underſtand, that I 


am well acquainted with thy Deſign, and 
I well underſtand the broken Staff of Lor- 


rain, on which thou leaneſt thy Hand, 
and how thou art deceived thereby, and 
B decei-

decetveſt thoſe of the People who are gone 
forth with thee. 


I think, Friend John, thy vain Ex- 
pectations may be reduced to three Kinds, 
ro wit, thoſe which thou haſt from thy 
Confederates abroad, thoſe which thon 
haſt flattered thy ſelf with form ſome who 
are Traytors to the King in this Part of 
the Land, which is called England; and 
laſtly, the Strength of thy own Intereft 
among the People of the Hills, and of the 
Mountains whom thou haſt deceived, and 
with whom thou haſt deceived thy ſelf ; 


ſaying, That theſe ſhall deliver thee, and 


that theſe ſhall bring thee forth to Battle 
againſt the People of our Lord the 
King. 


But I muſt deal plainly with thee, Lord 


Mar, for thou art deceived herein, nei- 
ther art thou able to ſtand in the Battle, 


or to ſhew thy ſelf in the high Places of 
the Field ; for that every part of this thy 
Confidence will fail, and thou ſhalt be 
forſaken of all thy Helpers, and ſhall be 
delivered up into the Hands of thy Ene- 7 
mies, and there ſhall be none to ſave 
_ thee. 1 
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And that I may ſhew thee this thing in 
time, it ſhall be told thee how it ſtandeth 


with thy Helpers, and with thoſe who 
have ſtricken Hands with thee in this 
Thing, whoſe Condition. perhaps thou 


knoweſt not; or if thou doſt, I am in- 
formed thou concealeſt the ſame from the 
People who are with thee; who therefore 
thou art juſtly ſaid to have deceived, and 
to have drawn in, to their Hurt, they not 
knowing what they do. 


True it is, that when thou firſt concei- 
ved this Evil in thy Heart, thou waſt en- 
couraged to expect Help from the Mighty, 
and the Kings of the Gentiles ( Roman Ca- 
tholicks) had laid a Confederacy with thee, 
and with the Stranger, for whom thou 
fighteſt, and in whoſe Name thou haſt 
done this Wicked neſs: But thou art not 
ignorant, how that one of theſe ſaid Kings 
who was the moſt Mighty among the 
Heathen, and yet who gave himſelf a great 
Name, 10 wit, of MOST CHRISTIAN, 


hass been ſnatch'd from his Throne by one 
more Mightier than he, and is ſlept with 
his Fathers, and they have buried him in 
the Sepulchre of his Fathers, and heis no 
more : 


Moreover, thou knoweſt that the 
B 2 King 
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King that is riſen up after him is but a 
Child, and knoweſt not Good from E. 
vil, and that the Governors of the ſaid 


King are not Friends to thy Enterprize, or- 


to the Maſter whom thou ſerveſt ; but that 
the Feat of dur Lord the King is upon 
them, and they are as Men that have no 
Life before him; wherefore they think 
Evil towards thee, neither will they ſend 
Help to thee, as in Times paſt: Like - 
wile the other King of the Neighbouring” 
Country, whois alſo calld THE CA 
THOLICK, and who has laid a Confe- 
deracy, as aboveſaid, Behold, is he not a- 
far off? Neither hath he any Ships, or any 
Strength wherewith to aſſiſt thee ; but his 
Hands are cut off, and alſo he is unable 


to give any Aſſiſtance unto thee, albeit he 


may have promiſed thee fair. 


Tbe reſt of thy Confidence is placed, 
as I am informed, in Aſſiſtances of Money, 
and theſe; Friend John, thou knoweſt are 
but poor, and few, and not at all propor- 
ti d, or able to ſupport ſuchia vaſt and 
unbounded Deſignas thou art engag'd in; 
neither/are the perſons from whom they are 
ſaid to come able long to ſupply thee. Firft, 
It hath Been ſaid. that thou haſt received 
certain pieces of Silver from the „ 
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ble Collections made among the Societies 
of Idolatrous Prieſts. It ſeemeth to me, 
that theſe wicked Men's depending upon, 
is, that thy Maſter purpoſes to reſtore 
their Idolatry in theſe Kingdoms, and 
that he will execute their Bloody and Per- 
ſecuting Principles on the Inhabitants 
thereof, plaating the Religious Tyranny 
of their Prieſts in this Land) a Yoke 
which neither we, or our Fathers were a- 
ble to bear) have opened their Purſes to 
him, and contributed certain Sums of Con- 
ſecrated Silver for that uſe. 


' Likewiſe, Secondly, It hath been told 
us, that the ARCH-PRIEST, whom thou 
knoweſt, Friend John to be the Son of 
Perdition, and who the People of the 
Lord believe to be that Scarlet Whore, who 
bewitcheth the Nations with her Whore- 
doms, and whom the Lord ſhall deſtroy 
in the latter Day ; I ſay, it hath been told 
us, that this ARCH-PRIEST hath diſtri- 
buted of that Money which they call che 
Treafares of the Church unto thy Maſter, 


and has dedicated the ſame to'thecarrying 
on this Sedition, whereof thou calleſt thy. 


ſelf the Head; and that this is done, if 
it is at all fo, with a Deſign to ſet on foot

With what Confidence then can'ſt thou, 
Friend John, who profefieſt thy (elf to be 
a Proteſtant, appear to take up the Sword 
of Rebellion and Sedition, and to Arm 
the People againſt the Lord ? Inaſmuch 
as thou knoweſt thou art fighting for Po- 
pery, and endeavouring to bring back 
that Abomination of Deſolation which 
our Fathers thruſt out?

And wherefore concealeſt thou theſe 


things from the Ears of the People which 


are with thee, ſaying, Ye are for the Pro- 
teſtant Religion ? Is it not known, and 


doth not thy own Conſcience reproach *' 


thee herewith, that thou haſt taken up the 
Sword for a Popiſh Pretender, and that 
thou haſt proclaimed it in the Ears of the 
People, ſaying, That he is their King? And 
is it not known, that thou art ſupported 
with Money, and Promiſes of Aſſiſtance 
from the ſaid Popiſh Pretender, and from

whom is Idolatry, and divers kinds of 
Superſtition 3 who is drunk with the 
Blood of the Lord's People, and yet thir- 
ſteth for more Blood, even the Blood of 
all che Good People of this Land ? 


But, alas, Friend John, What are all 
theſe able to do for thee? I would that 
thou ſhouldeſt know that they are not a- 
ble to ſapport thee, or to ſend thee ſuch 
Supplies of Money as thy new Enterprize 
will call for; but will leave thee in the 
Lurch, and expoſe thee to the Fury, and 
to the Juſtice of thy own People. For- 
aſmuch, Lord Marr, as thou knoweſt that 
it is not in them, neither have they Rich- 
es or Power ſufficient for thee, and thou

of ſuch People, Let me remind thee of 
one thing, which perhaps thou thinkeſt 
ing it were otherwile, 


and that theſe Heads of Idolatry were a- 
ble to carry thee on in thy wicked Deſigns, 
What is the End which thou art aiming at ? 
Is is not the Work of Satan that thou art 
carrying on? Is it not the Subverſion of 
Religion it ſelf that is in thy Delign ? 
Are not all thy Men Fighting againſt 
God? Kicking againſt the Pricks, and 
Embarked in the worſt Deſign that e- 
— Proteſtants were in Arms for de- 
© ? | 


Publiſh it not in Gath, let not the Un- 
circumciſed Philiſtines (Papiſts) hear the 
Sound of it. Search into the Hiſtory of 
thy Fathers, and look over the long Re- 
giſters of the Time paſt, and tell us, Friexd 
John, if ever Proteſtants took up the 
Sword of Popery before, eſpecially againſt 
the Intereſt of Proteſtants > We have 
read, that the Proteſtants in Hungary have
